WHEREAS, in Bo&k 238 at page ̂ 97 of the Deed Records of Travis County,
Texas, there appears a map or plat of a subdivision of land known as Pleas-
ant Grove Addition; and

WHEREAS, upon said map or plat there are shown various streets; and

WHEREAS, on August 21, 19̂ 5, Frederick Bby, Jr., did file for record
with the County Clerk of Travis County, Texas, a map or plat of a subdivi-
sion of land known as Tonkawa Bluffj and

WHEREAS, upon said map or plat of Tonkawa Bluff there were shown vari-
our streets; and

WHEREAS, upon said map or plat of Tonkawa Bluff there was shown a
street bering the name of Tonkawa Trail; and

WHEREAS, one of the streets in the Pleasant Grove Addition, which
street is known as Clay Avenue, is a direct continuation of Tonkawa Trail,
as shown upon the map or plat of Tomkawa Bluff; and

WHEREAS, much confusion among delivery services in general is caused
by having two different names for the same street; and

WHEREAS, in another part of the City more fully developed than the area
adjacent to the Pleasant &rove Addition, there is a street known as Clay
Avenue; and

WHEREAS, it is deemed advisable by the City Council of the City of
Austin to take steps at this time to avoid further confusion among delivery
services as a result of duplicate street names; therefore:

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITT COUHCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSOT:

THAT that certain street known as Clay Avenue, as shown upon the map or
plat of Pleasant Grove Addition, within the City of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, be known and designated hereafter as TOHKAWA THAII.

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the City Council
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tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains
in the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans
have "been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE CITY OP AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same is hereby permitted
to lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets!

(1) A gas main in WOODROW AVENUE from a point 133 feet
north of Houston Street northerly SSO feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be ?i feet west of and parallel to the east
property line of said WOODROW AVENUE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than S-l/2feet.

(2) A gas main in MATAHOBAS STREET from a point 90
feet south of East $th street north to East 5th street, the center-
line of which gas main shall 6J feet west of and parallel to the
east property line of said MATAMORAS STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2-1/2 feet.

(3) A gas main in EAST 5TH STREET from a point 6l feet
east of Matamoras Street westerly 390 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be I3i feet north of and parallel to the
south property line of said EAST gTH .STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2-1/2 feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice
that the City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is
clear from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records
we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any ref-
erence to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points.
When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon
the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the loca-
tion of their assignments they shall apply to the City Engineering Department
not less than three (3) days before such information is required. The Texas
Public Service is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear
the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged
during the construction of lines named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the Oity of Austin.

Dear Sirs

I, the undersigned, have considered the application of A. T,
Long, for permission to operate a private gasoline plant consisting
of a 550-gallon tank and one 10-gallon visible pump for the sole
purpose of servicing his own motor equipment and from which no gaso-
line is to be sold, upon property located on the southeast corner of
the intersection of Bowie and West 2nd streets, which property is
designated as Lot 1, Block 6, in Raymond's Plateau Subdivision in
The City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally known as 211
Bowie Street.

This property is located in a "D" Industrial District and I
recommend that this permit he granted subject to the following con-
ditions i *

(1) That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall "be of an approved
type and shall "bear the label of the National Board of Fire Under-
writers and that all tanks and pumps shall be installed in compliance
with the Ordinance governing the storage and handling of gasoline.

(2) That all pumps shall be located not nearer 'than 10 feet
to the property line and so located that cars stopped for the pur-
pose of receiving gasoline or other supplies shall not in any way
obstruct the free passage of traffic on either the sidewalk, street
or alley.

(3) That "NO SMOKING" signs shall be at all times prominent-
ly displayed, and no person shall be permitted to smoke on the pre-
mises where gasoline is handled or stored.

That all fees shall be paid and a permit secured from
the Building Inspector's office before any installation work is start-
ed, and that no equipment shall be placed in operation until after
final inspection and approval of same.

BE IT RESOL7SD BT THE CITT COUNCIL OF THE CITT OF AUSTIN:

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves the property
situated on the southeast corner of the intersection of Bowie and West 2nd
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Streets as a private gasoline plant consisting of a 550-gallon tank and
one 10-gallon visible pump for the sole purpose of servicing his own motor
equipment, and from which no gasoline is to he sold* which property is owned
"by A. T. Long, and is designated as Lot 1, Block 6, in Raymond's Plateau
Subdivision in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes
the said A. T. Long to operate a private gasoline plant consisting of a 550-
gallon tank and one 10-gallon visible pump for the sole purpose of servic-
ing his own motor equipment, and from which no gasoline is to be sold, sub-
ject to the same being operated in compliance with all the ordinances relat-
ing thereto, and further subject toethe foregoing attached recommendations;
and the Building Inspector is hereby authorized to issue an occupancy per-
mit for the operation of this private gasoline plant after full compliance
with all the provisions of this resolution, and said permission shall be
held to be granted, and accepted subject to all necessary, reasonable and
proper, present and future regulations and ordinances of the City of Austin,
Texas, in the enforcement of the proper police, traffic and fire regulations;
and the right of revocation is retained if, after hearing, it is found by
the City Council that the said A. T, Long has failed and refused, and will
continue to fail and refuse to perform any such conditions, regulations and
ordinances.

WHEREAS, Moore Construction Company is the Contractor for the erection
of a building located at 1302 Lavaca street and desires a portion of the
sidewalk and street space abutting Lots 5 a^d 6» Block 157, of the Original
City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the erection of the building,
such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor;
therefore:

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
Moore Construction Company, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above des-
cribed property; thence at right angles to the centerline
of Lavaca Street to a point approximately ten feet east of
the west curb line; thence in a southerly direction and
parallel with the centerline of Lavaca Street 12S feet to
a point; thence approximately on a Bangle to a point
twelve feet south of the north curb line of West 13th Street
and the prolongation of the east line of the above described
property; thence in a westerly direction and parallel with
the center line of West 13th street approximately 92 feet
to a point; thence in a northerly direction and at right
angles to the centerline of West 13th Street to the south*
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west corner of the above described property.

2, THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to
the said Moore Construction Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor",
upon the following express terms and conditions!

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a It-foot walkway within
the outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway
to be protected on each side by a guard rail at least ̂  feet high and sub-
stantially braced and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of
any kind along the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opin-
ion of the City officials it becomes necessary for any reason to install a
board floor within the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the
Building Inspector immediately place such a wood floor and substantially
support same to prevent sagging under load.

(2) That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working
space a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in
use, and at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain
a person at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks*
This gate is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the work-
ing space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted work-
ing space.

That "Ho Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of
the barricades.

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs
or other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will: be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(S) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of dark-
ness and provide lighting systems for all tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk end street immediately
after the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased,
such time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such
sidewalk, barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be
removed not later than March 1,

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any
and all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installa
tion of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
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not "be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such
grant reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space
any time with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property, dis-
turbed or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the
completion of the construction work for said building projects, whether done
by the Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or
repaired at the Contractor's expense.

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold* harmle ss the City of Austin from any claims or damages
to any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person
by reason of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor
by the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,
pavement and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or re- .
moved during the construction work and shall further guarantee the construct-
ion of a walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

WHEREAS, Weise Brothers, are the Contractors for the erection of a build-
ing located at 519 East Uth Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk and
street space abutting Lot 5 and the east part of Lot 6, Block 3^, of the
Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the erection of the
building, such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials
therefor; therefore!

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE Cm OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
Weise Brothers, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above des-
cribed property; thence in a northerly direction to a point
four feet south of the south curb line; thence in an easter-
ly direction and parallel with the centerllne of East 4̂th
Street approximately 105 fee* to a point; thence at approxi-
mately a ̂ 5° angle to a point four feet west of the west curb
line of Red River Street and the prolongation of the north
line of the above described property; thence in a southerly
direction and parallel with the centerline of Red River
Street approximately 82 feet to a point; thence in a westerly
direction and at right angles to the centerline of Red River
Street to the east line of the above described property.
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2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to
the said Weise Brothers, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the follow-
ing express terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a guard rail within the
"boundary line along the north, east, south and west lines of the above des-
cribed space, such guard rail to be at least ^ feet high and substantially
"braced and anchored.

(2) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs
or other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(3) Shat provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of dark-
ness and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(5) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased,
such time to be determined by the City Manager, end in any event all such
sidewalk, barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be
removed not later than January 1,

(6) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(7) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as. against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any
time with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(S) That any public utility, or public or private property, dis-
turbed or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the
completion of the construction work for said building projects, whether done
by the Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or
repaired at the Contractor's expense.

(9) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages
to any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person
by reason of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor
by the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,
pavement and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or
removed during the construction work and shall further guarantee the con-
struction of a walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the
space.
